HOPES HIGH FOR

A POPULAR two-day show which 
was last held in the 1960s could make 
a return to the Black Country. 

Plans are under way to revive Wednesbury 
Horticultural Show at the town’s Brunswick 
Park. An appeal has been launched for volun¬ 
teers to help make it a success. At its height, 
the event attracted tens of thousands of vis¬ 


itors. 

Historically, the event 
was organised to coincide 
with wakes weeks - when 
most factory and farm work¬ 
ers had their holidays - and 
is believed to have begun in 
the early 1900s.

the registered keeper. 

In a bid to clear up the 
confusion the 46-year-old, 
of St Marys Park, Wythall, 
Birmingham, was asked to 
visit the station. Knowing 
the police were on to him he 
panicked and reported his 
plates as stolen. 

Whitworth then admitted 
being the driver and lied in 
a bid to avoid the penalty 
points and fines. He was 
jailed at Birmingham Crown 
Court on March 2, after 
pleading guilty to perverting 
the course of justice and two 
counts of excess speed.

A MASSAGE parlour which operat¬ 
ed on the site of a notorious brothel 
has lost its bid to reopen - much to 
the delight of residents and council¬ 
lors. 

Bubbles Club, off Hagley Road, 
Bearwood, was ordered to close in 
January for breaching planning 
rules but bosses tabled fresh plans 
in order to open legally. 

The premises is notorious as the 


site of a brothel called Cuddles, in 
Hagley Road, which was raided by 
police in 2005. 

Sandwell Council planning of¬ 
ficers have now used delegated 
powers to turn down the bid to the 
delight of campaigners. 

It comes after West Midlands 
Police tabled objections to the plan¬ 
ning department being opened as a 
massage parlour. In the planning 


officer’s report, they said police 
believed it was being operated as 
‘more than a massage parlour’. 

Residents and councillors raised 
concerns about Bubbles last Novem¬ 
ber when it came back into use after 
being empty for some time. 

In total 32 objections were tabled 
to the planning department. 

Abbey ward councillor Bob Piper 
said: “The history of the building 


has been very bad. Officers have 
made the quite right decision.” 

On the club’s Facebook page, 
Bubbles calls itself a ‘private mas¬ 
sage club’. 

A report from planning officers 
said the refusal was after consider¬ 
ing evidence from police. They said 
the likelihood was granting permis¬ 
sion would result in it becoming a 
brothel. 


Search on for thugs in 
FA Cup clash violence 


THE HUNT for hooligans who brought chaos 
to the weekend’s ill-tempered Midlands der¬ 
by is under way with troublemakers facing 
lengthy banning orders from both clubs. 

The Football Association has launched a probe 
into the ugly scenes which were caught on TV cam¬ 
eras during the FA Cup quarter final between Aston 
Villa and West Brom at Villa Park on Saturday. 


Police are also to carry 
out an investigation after 
making 22 arrests before 
and during the game where 
thousands of fans invaded 
the pitch before and after 
the final whistle. 

Villa said misbehaving 
fans had let ‘themselves 
and their club down’, while 
in a statement, bosses at 
West Brom said they would 
co-operate with the Football 
Association investigation, 
adding they would take a ze¬ 
ro-tolerance stance toward 
any troublemakers. 

The unrest included: 

- West Brom’s Callum Mc- 
Manaman and Boaz Myhill 
being confronted by dozens 
of fans as they fled the field 

- West Brom and former 
Villa player Craig Gardner 
being pelted with coins as 
he made his way down the 
touchline after being substi¬ 
tuted 

Molineux 

- West Brom fans accused 
of hurling plastic seats from 
the upper tier of the North 
Stand, hitting and injuring 
a Villa fan 

- Rival fans brawling in 
the Witton Arms ahead of 
the game 

The violent scenes oc¬ 
curred in a weekend of foot¬ 
ball-related violence, which 
saw a Watford fan left fight¬ 
ing for his life after being 
attacked by a mob as he left 
Molineux following the 2-2 
draw. 

West Bromwich Albion 
said in the statement: “ Any 
supporter found guilty of 
disorder offences can expect 
the appropriate sanction

from the club. The club also 
welcomes the FA investi¬ 
gation into the scenes and 
how they came about; West 
Bromwich Albion will co-op¬ 
erate fully.” 

Emotions ran high 
throughout the game, with 
Albion looking to bounce 
back from Villa’s league win 
just five days earlier. 

Injuries have also been 
reported among Villa fans 
seated below the travelling 
Albion contingent in the 
North Stand. 

One fan needed his head 
glued after being left cov¬ 
ered in blood having been 
hit with a chair. 

John Homer, chairman 
of West Bromwich Albion 
supporters’ club, said there 
was no justification for fan’s 
throwing chairs but having 
a 5.30pm kick-off was ‘ask¬ 
ing for trouble’. 

He added: “The game 
should never have been al¬ 
lowed to happen at 5.30pm 
on a Saturday, whatever 
the BBC wanted. The game 
should have happened at 
lunchtime before people had 
had the chance to spend the 
day drinking.” 

Secretary of the Albion 
supporters club, Alan Clev- 
erley, was among the fans 
caught up in violence be¬ 
fore the game at the Witton 
Arms pub, a stone’s throw 
from Villa Park. He was left 
angered and described what 
he saw as a ‘riot’. 

“Every single one of 
them on the pitch should be 
banned for life,” he said. 


Pub demolition gains pace

DEMOLITION work at a historic pub 
which sits in the shadow of the Hawthorns 
is gaining pace with sections of the building 
now reduced to rubble. 

West Bromwich Albion wants to turn the 
Hawthorns Hotel site, at the corner of Hal¬ 
fords Lane, into its first ever Fan Zone. 

As part of the ambitious scheme only 
the wing sections of the building are being 
demolished as they were 20th century ad¬ 
ditions to the original 19th century house. 

And a section has already been taken 


down with just a pile of bricks remaining 
where the wing once stood. 

The main part of the building, the cen¬ 
tral hotel, is a listed building and will be re¬ 
tained as part of the project. Club officials 
plan to make it a feature of the Fan Zone, 
although it is not yet known what it will be 
used for. Bosses at West Bromwich Albion 
hope the Fan Zone will become a popular 
pre-match meeting point for Baggies fans 
and attract supporters to arrive at the sta¬ 
dium earlier. 


Free swim 
scheme is 
extended 
by council 

THOUSANDS of children 
and over 60s in Sandwell 
will be able to swim for free 
during the next two years 
after councillors agreed to 
extend the popular scheme. 

More than 16,000 chil¬ 
dren and adults have taken 
up the offer since it was 
launched in 2013. Free 
swimming will be available 
at the new Wednesbury Lei¬ 
sure Centre when it opens 
later in the year. 

It will continue to be of¬ 
fered at Haden Hill, Lang¬ 
ley, Smethwick, Tipton 
and West Bromwich leisure 
centres. The scheme allows 
adults, who are Sandwell 
residents, aged 60 and over 
to swim without charge 
during public swimming 
sessions, for seven days per 
week before 1pm, all year 
round. While children and 
teenagers can swim for free 
during school holidays. 

Councillors were keen 
for the popular initiative to 
continue, despite the fact it 
will cost the authority more 
than £350,000 to run. 

It was originally intro¬ 
duced to help cut obesity 
rates following a rise in 
the number of overweight 
youngsters in the borough. 

Sandwell Council said the 
number of children visiting 
its leisure centres had in¬ 
creased by 85 per cent since 
the launch of the scheme.

£ 50 k claims pair may now lose their home

A WOMAN and daughter who illegally 
claimed nearly £50,000 in disability ben¬ 
efits while working at hospitals face the 
prospect of losing their home after receiv¬ 
ing suspended sentences. 

Wendy Perry pocketed £28,743 in a five- 
year-long fraud while her daughter Nicola 
Manson-Perry gained £20,404 out of her 
nine-year racket. 

Perry, aged 66, was last week handed 
a nine-month jail term, suspended for 12 
months. Her daughter, 48, was last month 
given a 34 week sentence, suspended for 
two years. The pair, who live together 


at Warner Road in Wednesbury, denied 
charges of benefit fraud but were found 
guilty by juries in two separate trials. 

They both claimed to have difficulty 
walking due to separate health issues but 
Perry appeared to be unhindered while she 
was filmed during a probe in 2013. 

The probe expanded to her daughter who 
was also found to be exaggerating her ail¬ 
ments. Colleagues also said they had not 
noticed either of them struggling at work. 

Both have undisputed medical conditions 
and were entitled to claim Disability Living 
Allowance in the beginning but prosecutors 


argued when their conditions improved 
they failed to inform the Department of 
Work and Pensions of a change of circum¬ 
stance and continued to claim. 

Recorder Julian Taylor said he had sym¬ 
pathy with Perry because she was seriously 
ill and ‘life had dealt her a bad hand’ refer¬ 
ring to her long history of health problems. 
He took the unusual step of interrupting 
her defence in the middle of the hearing to 
clarify he would not be imposing an imme¬ 
diate custodial sentence. 

He included 80 hours of voluntary work 
to be carried out.

Sandwell Council said 
it had to consider families 
who wish to remove flowers 
themselves, but accepted 
that flowers had clearly 
been dead for a while. 

Improvements are being 
made to the garden of re¬ 
membrance while the site’s 
chapel will double in size. 

Council leader Darren 
Cooper said: “Our ceme¬ 
tery team will ensure those 
dead flowers which are still 
remaining are removed as 
soon as possible.”

WHILE every Ukip candidate and councillor has been 
relentlessly examined for signs of racism, anti-semitism 
or bigotry, the Green Party’s candidates seem to have es¬ 
caped scrutiny.

BENEFITS Britain (C5) is the perfect programme to an¬ 
swer all sorts of questions about the welfare state. Why 
does one single mother with a baby get £56 a week but 
a disabled older woman gets £1,100 a month? Why does 
the unemployed man who gets £40 for a day’s work then 
have his benefits cut by £100? How does the £56-a-week 
single mum afford her smartphone? How can a self-pro¬ 
fessed “singer/songwriter” get benefits for 20 years? But 
the series is not in the information business. It simply finds 
sad cases and films them at their worst for public enter¬ 
tainment. Like so many of these “reality” shows, it’s really 
a peep show. Two hundred years ago tourists would pay 
to laugh at the lunatics in Bedlam asylum. These days we 
have Benefits Britain, and don’t you come away from it 
feeling grubby?

TWO senior councillors who 
stood down from their posts 
amid allegations of wrong¬ 
doing will not be replaced 
before the election. 

Sandwell Council’s dep¬ 
uty leader Councillor Mah- 
boob Hussain and jobs and 
economy boss Councillor 
Ian Jones resigned after a 
‘fresh’ allegation came to 
light relating to the sale of 
council owned land. Both 
men strenuously deny 
wrongdoing and have vowed 
to clear their names. 

However, leader Council¬ 
lor Darren Cooper has said 
it is proposed that neither 
man will be replaced in the 
cabinet as there are only 
two months to go before the 
General Election in May, 
which will be followed by 
the Labour group’s annual 
general meeting. 

Instead Councillor Cooper 
will take on the ‘neighbour¬ 
hoods’ brief held by Council¬ 
lor Hussain while Councillor 
Steve Eling will take over 
Councillor Jones’ jobs and 
economy role. 

He also confirmed neither 
he nor Councillor Eling will 
receive any additional tax¬ 
payer funded allowances. 
As deputy leader Council¬ 
lor Hussain was entitled to 
£23,650 a year in allowances 
while Councillor Jones, as a 
cabinet member, was eligi¬ 
ble for £15,768. 

£lm scheme 
is approved 

COUNCILLORS have ap¬ 
proved a £1 million upgrade 
of an accident blackspot. 

Cape Hill has one of the 
highest numbers of recorded 
crashes in all of Sandwell, 
with 34 smashes involving 
40 casualties reported over 
five years to the end of No¬ 
vember last year. 

A pedestrian crossing will 
be installed at the route’s 
main shopping area. Light¬ 
ing will also be improved 
along the road, which coun¬ 
cil bosses said was crucial as 
many of the collisions were 
at night. A 20mph zone will 
be introduced along Cape 
Hill and on the approaches. 

CCTV installed 

A CCTV camera has been 
installed in a Streetly road 
in a bid to reduce anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour. It has been 
placed in Blackwood Road 
and will also be used to help 
identify troublemakers.

People living on region's streets tops 50 



Sleeping rough on the streets of the region 


MORE than 50 people are sleeping rough 
on streets in the West Midlands - sparking 
calls for more to be done to tackle the issue. 
It comes as the number of homeless people 
in England rose by 14 per cent. 

The latest figure of 52 includes rough 
sleepers in the Black Country, Stafford¬ 
shire and Birmingham is up by one, from 
51 the year before. Statistics for autumn 
last year are intended to give a ‘snapshot’ 
of how many rough sleepers would be found 
on any one night. 

The study by the Department for Com¬ 
munities and Local Government found that 


2,744 people slept rough in England in au¬ 
tumn 2014, an increase of 14 per cent from 
2,414 in 2013. 

The number of people sleeping rough 
across the country has increased year-on- 
year over the last five years and by 55 per 
cent since 2010. 

And groups of rough sleepers can be seen 
congregating throughout towns and cities 
as darkness falls. 

The area around the New Alexandra The¬ 
atre in Birmingham city centre is a popular 
spot, while some seek shelter in subways 
across Wolverhampton. 


High streets in Dudley and Bearwood 
are also being used, with homeless people 
squeezing into shop doorways or under can¬ 
opies. 

There are seven people sleeping rough 
in Wolverhampton on any given night, 
compared to six in 2013. There were six in 
Dudley -the same as the previous year - five 
in Walsall, which is three fewer than 2013, 
five in Cannock - an increase of three on 
the year before, five in Wyre Forest, which 
is down from eight, two in Sandwell, which 
is down from three, and two in Stafford, a 
drop from four in 2013. 


Pay rise for councillors

Smithfield 
scheme is 
unveiled 

A £500 million scheme to 
regenerate Birmingham’s 
city centre markets area 
was unveiled in France on 
Wednesday. Birmingham 
City Council’s 10-year plan 
will see the redevelopment 
of 14 hectares of prime city 
centre land 

The Birmingham Smith- 
field site will deliver over 
100,000 sq metres of floor- 
space, 1,000 new homes and 
3,000 new jobs. It is also 
expect to add £470m to the 
local economy and help at¬ 
tract millions more visitors 
to the region. The council 
chose the international real 
estate show MIPIM taking 
place in Cannes this week to 
launch the plans. 

Birmingham Smithfield 
will feature a series of new 
public spaces including 
Market Square, which will 
be the focal point for the 
site and around which the 
markets and family leisure 
quarter will be built. 

The Midland Metro tram 
system will be integrated 
into the site and bring Bir¬ 
mingham Smithfield within 
minutes of the proposed 
high speed rail (HS2) termi¬ 
nus at Curzon nearby. 


Leader Darren Cooper 
said members would not 
have felt comfortable ac¬ 
cepting the pay rise on the 
table in line with other pub¬ 
lic sector bodies at a time 
when so many families in 
Sandwell were struggling to 
make ends meet. 

“Members of this council 
agreed not to accept a 2.2 
per cent pay increase. We 
feel it would be inappropri¬ 
ate given austerity measures 
being forced on the people of 
this borough by the coalition 
government,” he said. 

Central 

The Government was also 
attacked over huge reduc¬ 
tions in what it gives to the 
Labour-run council amid 
suggestions the Midlands 
had bore the brunt of the 
cuts. Deputy leader Steve 
Eling said the funding cuts 
were the worst he had ever 
seen. The authority has to 
slash £63 million from its 
budgets by 2017. 

Funding from central 
government has dropped by 
£122m in the six years to 
2015/16. 

Councillor Eling admitted 
tough decisions had been 
made but that ‘careful and 
prudent’ use of resources 
had allowed the council to 
‘weather the storm’. He said 
taking sensible decisions 
such as selling off buildings 
and cutting agency staff had 
allowed it to retain services 
that would otherwise have 
been lost.

This will create a suit¬ 
able storage area for donated linen 
and kitchen essentials, enabling it to

Each of the housing group’s 200 
staff will also donate two hours of 
their time and skills to the charity. 

Work already carried out includes 
staff helping with everything from 
working in the warehouse, to over¬ 
hauling the IT systems and assisting 
with publicity. Black Country Hous¬ 
ing Group’s boss Amanda Tomlinson, 
said she was delighted at the way had 
worked together.

Bags of cannabis 
are found on land 

DOZENS of bin bags con¬ 
taining cannabis plants 
were found in a playing 
field in Oldbury. 

Oldbury Police con¬ 
firmed up to 45 bags had 
been abandoned and were 
discovered by a passing dog 
walker in Oldbury Playing 
Field on Newbury Lane 
last Wednesday. 

Police said it appeared a 
cannabis factory had been 
harvested and the remains 
of the plants, including 
stalks and soil, had been 
dumped. Some cannabis 
still remained in the bags. 

Police were called to re¬ 
move the bags at around 
4.30pm that afternoon. 

Yobs start fires at 
derelict factory 

FIREFIGHTERS have 
pleaded with people to stay 
out of a derelict fire unit in 
Rowley Regis after being 
called out to fires three 
times over two days.

STAND by your beds. At last, a 
bit of commonsense from the 
governing classes. 

First of all, Communities Sec¬ 
retary Eric Pickles has told traffic 
wardens to give people 10 min¬ 
utes leeway before hitting them 
with parking tickets. And now 
Dudley Council has announced 
it will remove two bus lanes from 
Halesowen. 

Frankly, if it was up to me we 
would get rid of traffic wardens 
altogether. 

Around 10 years ago 
Bridgnorth found itself without 
a traffic warden, and the town 
didn’t collapse into anarchy. 

A few people parked on the 
pavement, and the one-hour lim¬ 
it in the High Street was routinely 
ignored, but did it mark the end 
of civilisation? Hardly. 

The money saved from get¬ 
ting rid of all the traffic wardens 
would pay for more police, who 
could deal with the small number 
of serious parking violations. 

And while we’re about it, let’s 
get rid of all bus lanes. Look I 
have nothing against buses, in 
the past week I have used them 
twice. What I don’t accept is that 
boarding a vehicle which hap¬ 
pens to have two floors and a 
staircase somehow makes me 
more virtuous than other road 
users. 

And let’s be honest. By far the 
majority of people who use bus¬ 
es tend not to be in a hurry. Dur¬ 
ing my two journeys last week, 
the passengers broadly fell into 
one of two categories: retired 
people doing their shopping, 
and teenagers on their way back 
from the local comprehensive. 

The elderly folk didn’t look to 
be in any sort of rush, I would 
say they probably enjoyed hav¬ 
ing time for a natter. And the 
rowdy schoolkids, who made 
up the majority of the passen¬ 
gers, were definitely in no hurry 
to get to their destination early. 
Less time to throw sweets at the 
podgy lad at the front. 

And me? Well I had taken the 
day off work to take my car into 
the garage. So I wasn’t in a hurry 
either. 

However, the people in the 
surrounding cars and vans were 
in a hurry. People driving to and 
from work. Delivery drivers, 
white van men, truckers. The 
people whose work pays the 
taxes which subsidise the buses 
in the first place. And they were 
stuck in the traffic queues while 
the bus glided through its desig¬ 
nated lane.Of course, the people 
responsible for the bus lanes 
don’t see it like that. They doubt¬ 
less take the view that by incon¬ 
veniencing motorists, they make 
public transport more attractive. 
But do they really expect the 
washing machine repair man to 
start loading his tools onto the 
bus? How would they feel if the 
fishmonger started carting his 
wares up the stairs of the No. 7? 

One of these days, the govern¬ 
ing classes will realise motorists 
are not some sort of dissident 
group that needs to be curtailed, 
just ordinary people going about 
their business. 




Display to help 
picture the past

HEATHER LARGE takes a 
trip back to yesteryear with 
pictures and memories on 
show at an exhibition 

FROM school dinner ladies 
holding a protest to youngsters 
climbing trees - an array of 
snapshots offering a nostalgic 
look back into Sandwell’s past 
are going on display. 

Volunteers have spent hours 
pouring over the negatives, slides 
and hand-printed photographs from 
the Jubilee Arts Archive. 

A pop up exhibition has now been cre¬ 
ated using the pictures, which all date 
back to between 1974 and 1994. 

The group has been working with pho¬ 
tographer and Sandwell College lecturer 
Helen Sweeting to create the exhibition, 
available to view at Smethwick Library 
until the end of the month. 

They have had the opportunity to 
explore an archive of more than 20,000 
images documenting the life and times 
of Sandwell during monthly meetings at 
Sandwell Community History and Ar¬ 
chives Service at Smethwick Library. 

Celebrations 

Photographs of youngsters heading 
out on a boat on the pool at Dartmouth 
Park, and school dinner ladies protesting 
over cuts in services outside of Cradley 
Heath Council House are among those 
on display. 

Others capture celebrations and activ¬ 
ities taking place as part of playschemes 
and projects around the borough, includ¬ 
ing a horror party in 1979. 

Archivist Maureen Waldron said: 
“The volunteers all had an interest in 
photography, and as adult learners had 
undertaken courses at Sandwell College. 

“They were drawn towards certain 
photographs and themes in the work, 


whether images of protest or play. 

“These either triggered their own 
memories and personal interests or 
inspired them to go out to find these 
places and take contemporary photo¬ 
graphs in response to the original ma¬ 
terials.” 

Ms Sweeting added: “Some photo¬ 
graphs really stand out from the collec¬ 
tion for myself. 

“Particularly the collection of colour 
transparencies that were taken around 
tower blocks, brightened with large 
painted murals across the playground 


areas, and other photographs that show 
large groups of children playing and 
dressing up. 

“These photographs have an ‘age’ to 
them, a time-bound quality, tied up in 
the bold, vibrant colours of the slides 
themselves. 

“They remind me of my early child¬ 
hood; they seem very familiar. 

“Although I didn’t grow up in 
Sandwell, they trigger fond memories 
of play. 

“One photograph features a girl of 
around seven years old and I recognise 


her outfit as one I had that was almost 
identical. 

“I’m not sure if it is the style of the 
clothing that transports me back to this 
time, or if my own memories have been 
shaped by the photographs and slides 
that my parents took at the time.” 

Brendan Jackson, from Jubilee Arts 
Archive, said: “Nostalgia and memory 
certainly play a huge part in the inter¬ 
pretation of an archive. 

Social documentary photographs con¬ 
serve appearances; express feelings of 
the time and trigger memories in the 
viewer. This rich heritage is one that 
can be mined by generations to come for 
inspiration.” 

In October, another collection of pho¬ 
tographs from the Jubilee Arts Archive 
went on show in Oldbury as part of the 
Heritage Lottery-funded project Unseen 
Sandwell. 

Performances 

The Reminiscence Group, which 
meets at Round Green Library, collected 
donations of photographs and stories. 
Members also looked at news cuttings 
and photographs of play schemes and 
projects from the 1970s and 1980s from 
the Jubilee Arts archive. 

They included celebrations for the 
Queen’s Silver Jubilee in 1977 and 
street theatre performances in Langley. 
Together they collected local snapshots 
and memorabilia from the period to sup¬ 
plement the existing photographs in the 
archive. 

Their exhibition aimed to show com¬ 
munity occasions and activities not nor¬ 
mally reflected in the official archives of 
this period, as well as recording some 
of the changing places and faces in the 
borough. 

Among the photographs is a shot of 
children at St James Church playgroup 
in Rounds Green and wedding photo¬ 
graphs of residents. 

The Unseen Sandwell project has 
been made possible thanks to a £42,500 
grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund.

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“I’VE unblocked the logjam,” 
declared David Cameron in the 
living room of the house he was 
visiting.

IT seems J Wycherley be¬ 
lieves that all the problems 
of the NHS would be solved 
in a day simply by bring¬ 
ing back smoking.

FROM attending a school 
run by Franciscan Fathers to 
going on tour with legendary 
rockers AC/DC - these are 
just some of the chapters 
in the colourful life of Barry 
Spencer Scrannage. 

And now the drummer has 
started work on a book chroni¬ 
cling his experiences from boy¬ 
hood to playing with some of the 
biggest names in music. 

The musician, who was born in 
Smethwick but now lives in Stour¬ 
bridge, is looking for some help with 
the book and the release of archive 
material featuring performances by 
musicians such as Black Sabbath. 

Barry said he had a turbulent child¬ 
hood in and out of care and at the age 
of eight, he left the Black Country 
to attend a school run by Franciscan 
Fathers in Dorset. He started playing 
skiffle and early rock ‘n’ roll strongly 
influenced by performers such as Lon¬ 
nie Donegan. It wasn’t long before he 
was involved in his first band called 
The Shakedowns. 

After leaving school, Barry returned 
to the Black Country. 

At a local pub, he heard A Way of 
Life which featured future Led Zeppe¬ 
lin drummer John Bonham. The pair 
quickly became friends and when Mr 
Bonham left the band, Barry took his 
place. During the early to mid-70s, 
Barry worked at Birmingham light 
and sound company LSD. 

It was his experience in this field 
that led him to become a lighting 
technician during AC/DC’s Highway 
to Hell tour where he became friends 
with frontman Bon Scott and the 
Young brothers Angus and Malcolm. 

“Although I did not realise it at the 
time this was the start of the next 


phase of my career as a musician,” he 
said. “Malcolm and Angus said ‘why 
don’t you form a band?’ and suggested 
their nephew Stevie.” 

The band became Starfighters and 
released the single Heaven and Hell 
and I’m Falling. The band won a pres¬ 
tigious support slot on AC/DC’s Back 
in Black tour. But Barry could not 
complete the tour after he was left dev¬ 
astated by the death of his old friend 
John Bonham. Barry also played on 
early Blizzard of Oz sessions after 


Ozzy Osbourne left Black Sabbath. “It 
was a crazy experience. I still have re¬ 
cordings of some of the sessions which 
people have never heard. I would like 
to get some of this material out there 
so it can be heard by fans,” he said. 

“I have already started the book 
which starts very early in my life. 

“I have a lot of memories and a lot 
of stories and I want to share them.”

End of the road for 30-year island fight

CAMPAIGNERS are celebrating the 
end of their 30-year fight to get their 
road in Wednesbury widened after 
emergency vehicles struggled to get to 
homes. 

Residents in Hardy Road saw their 
worst fears realised two years ago 
when paramedics were forced to aban¬ 
don their vehicle and go on foot to a 
house after someone was taken ill. 

A fire engine attending a small blaze 
also had trouble getting up the narrow 
and steep street. Now, work has taken 
place to widen the road, creating a 
slip road, after residents applied for 
funding from Sandwell Council. They 
secured around £48,000 for the project 
which has now been completed to the 
delight of residents. 

Valerie Burkitt, aged 58, who has 


lived in the street for 34 years, said: 
“We’ve been asking for this for 30 
years. The road is so steep. It has be¬ 
come more difficult as people have got 
older but now it has been built up on 
the road side making it much easier 
for us to get around and get our cars 
up the road. 

“It has been a real problem in the 
past because the road was also that 
narrow. We had a fire engine having to 
back down the road because it couldn’t 
get to the top. An ambulance had to 
stay at the bottom of the road and the 
patient had to be carried down. 

“The council has been really good 
and supported us with the funding. 
There were about 11 houses that were 
affected and everyone is delighted. 

“The residents received cash from 


the council’s ‘grot spot’ fund. Some 
residents also contributed cash for 
new driveways so they longer had to 
park their cars by the side of the road. 

Ward councillor Elaine Costigan 
said there had not been funding avail¬ 
able to carry out the work earlier. 

“I am really pleased for the res¬ 
idents. I’m really pleased we were 
able to get some funding to allow the 
work to take place. Everybody is very 
pleased and it’s going to make a real 
difference to their lives,” she added. 

Councillor Maria Crompton, cabi¬ 
net member for highways and envi¬ 
ronment, said that after petitioning, 
the situation had been improved. She 
added: “We have put in a sliproad and 
access to forecourt parking that has 
improved the situation.”

A FORMER long-serving councillor has been chosen to be¬ 
come an honorary alderman of Sandwell.

Jail term on 
hold after 
man's hand 
is mangled 


A BUSINESSMAN has been given a suspend¬ 
ed jail sentence after his employee lost his 
right hand when it was mutilated in a meat 
mincing machine. 

Akhtar Khan, aged 57, was also fined £4,000 after 
pleading guilty to health and safety offences at Bir¬ 


mingham Crown Court. 

Mr Khan who owns Ash 
Food Fare in Witton Road, 
Aston was prosecuted by the 
city council after the worker 
was injured on October 25, 
2012. 

Khan, who was prose¬ 
cuted under the Health and 
Safety at Work Act 1974, 
was also ordered during 
sentencing at Birmingham 
Crown Court to pay to court 
costs of £21,869. His eight 
month prison sentence is 
suspended for 12 months. 

The court heard that the 
employee, Nasar Iqbal, 32, 
had gone to prepare some 
meat. As he fed meat in to 
the machine with his right 
hand, it was drawn into the 
mincer’s screw feed mech¬ 
anism and his hand was so 
seriously injured that it had 
to be amputated at hospital. 
None of his fingers could be 
recovered to be surgically 
reattached.

The metal guard which 
should have been in place 
to prevent access to this 
feeding mechanism had ap¬ 
parently broken off several 
weeks prior to the accident 
and had not been replaced. 

Councillor Barbara Dring, 
chairman of the city coun¬ 
cil’s licensing committee, 
said: “This case shows what 
can happen if a business 
fails to comply with mini¬ 
mum health and safety re¬ 
quirements. 

“Guards are fitted to dan¬ 
gerous machinery to protect 
the user and, as the owner 
of the business, Mr Khan 
should have immediately 
taken the broken machine 
out of use. This awful acci¬ 
dent could have been pre¬ 
vented, so I am pleased to 
hear he has pleaded guilty.”

Third of pitches at 
market are empty 

ALMOST a third of stalls on Walsall market are empty, a 
new report has revealed. There are 100 pitches available 
on the existing town centre market but a report by Wal¬ 
sall Council’s Planning Committee shows that recorded 
peak occupancy is just 51 traders over 70 pitches. 

Plans to relocate and downsize the market were on 
the agenda at a recent meeting. The proposals for the 
new market include operating during the same times, 
8.30am-5pm, but could see the market open seven days 
a week. 

Currently it does not open on Thursdays or Sundays. 
The market is located across The Bridge, Park Street, 
Bradford Street, Lower Hall Lane and Digbeth is sub¬ 
ject to a temporary planning permission which ends next 
month. If the application is approved, it would allow the 
transition from the existing layout to the permanent lo¬ 
cation. The new market would have 70 stalls. Plans were 
recommended for approval. 


Stalls rent 
costs put on 
hold to help 
boost trade 


RENTS for stalls on markets across Sandwell 
will be frozen for 12 months to help strug¬ 
gling traders, it has been announced. 

Council chiefs have agreed not to increase fees at 
its sites in West Bromwich, Wednesbury, Oldbury, 
Great Bridge and Tipton in 2015/16. Bosses said 
they wanted to support stallholders and also allow 
fees to remain ‘competitive’. 


Fees are £5 for a pitch at 
Tipton, Oldbury and Great 
Bridge and range between 
£5 and £17.45 at Wednes¬ 
bury. Prices start from £74 
per week depending on stall 
size at West Bromwich In¬ 
door Market Hall. 

Neighbouring authority 
Dudley Council has also in¬ 
troduced a rent freeze for 
the fourth year in a row. 

Sandwell Council’s dep¬ 
uty leader Councillor Steve 
Eling said: “We are freezing 
rents to do all we can to help 
traders in these difficult eco¬ 
nomic times. 

Operational 

“We can confirm that 
whilst there have been some 
fluctuations in market rents 
for individual markets from 
time to time over the last 
few years for various opera¬ 
tional reasons the last time 
we had an across the board 
increase in stall fees was in 
2009. 

“Rents have not been in¬ 
creased due to the general 
decline in retail trading that 
has been experienced in the 
West Midlands and the UK 
generally. 

“However, markets 
management for Sandwell 
Council works closely with 
market traders to ensure 
that the stall fees and fa¬ 
cilities suit their needs as 
much as possible and this

approach has enabled the 
council to maintain a thriv¬ 
ing and profitable business 
for the benefit of the coun¬ 
cil, the market traders and 
the shopping public.” 

Wednesbury councillor 
Elaine Costigan said she 
welcomed the move saying 
traders in the town had 
found it difficult, particu¬ 
larly during the winter 
months. 

“The market is doing 
okay, it’s not brilliant, but 
I’m sure it will pick up as 
we get towards the summer. 

“I think it’s good news for 
the traders that the rents 
are being kept at the same 
level,” she added. 

Former West Bromwich 
market trader Jason Rick¬ 
etts who ran Cosy Corner 
Cafe until 18 months ago 
said: “Anything that can 
help should be welcomed be¬ 
cause footfall has gone down 
over the years.” 

The decision to freeze fees 
comes despite the council 
increasing charges for other 
services across the borough 
as battles to meet around 
£60 million of cuts in the 
next two years. 

Burial fees and charges 
for some leisure services are 
among those which will rise. 


Screwdriver horror 
for workman in fall 


A WORKMAN renovating a Staffordshire pub was airlifted 
to hospital after falling on a 10-inch long screwdriver. 

Ambulance crews found the 60-year old with the tool 
sticking out of his abdomen at the Railway Tavern in Nor¬ 
ton Canes. 

They were called to the pub, in Norton Green Lane, at 
about 1.20pm yesterday. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service spokesman Murray 
MacGregor said: “The ambulance staff carefully dressed 
the wound while leaving the screwdriver, which had gone 
in several inches, in place. 

“He was also given pain relief and other drugs to coun¬ 
teract any internal bleeding. 

“He was then airlifted to the major trauma centre at 
Royal Stoke University Hospital for specialist treatment 
including the safe removal of the screwdriver. 

“It is hoped he will make a full recovery.”

Army medic was pride of town 


THE 137th Staffordshire Brigade 
made a vital and momentous contri¬ 
bution to the defeat of the Germans 
in the First World War when it broke 
the much-vaunted and formidable 
Hindenburg Line on the St Quentin 
Canal at Belleglise. 

This was the last German defensive 
barrier on the Western Front and it was 
stormed by soldiers drawn mostly from in 
and around Wolverhampton, Walsall, Bur- 
ton-on-Trent and Hanley. 

That victorious Brigade belonged to the 46th 
North Midland Division. It was one of the 14 
peace-time divisions of the Territorial Force, 
which had been organised in 1908 with the aim 
of training part-time soldiers for home defence 
in the event of war. 

As for the 137th Staffordshire Brigade it 
was made up of four battalions: two each from 
North and South Staffordshire. The 5th South 
Staffordshire Regiment had its headquarters 
and four companies at Walsall, with other com¬ 
panies at Bloxwich, Hednesford, Handsworth 
and Wednesbury; the 6th battalion was based 
in Wolverhampton, where it had three compa¬ 
nies, with others in Willenhall, Sedgley, Darlas- 
ton, Bilston and Tettenhall. Its main recruiting

centre was at the Drill Hall in Stafford Street, 
Wolverhampton. The Brigade was made up not 
only of infantrymen and gunners but also of en¬ 
gineers and medics, who belonged to the Field 
Ambulance of Royal Army Medical Corps. 

Among the Wolverhampton men of the l/3rd 
North Midland Field Ambulance was Lance 
Corporal William J Connolly, Army number 
421168. He was actively involved in the final 
months of the war, which began in March 1918 
when General Ludendorff launched the German 
Spring offensive as a last attempt to gain vic¬ 
tory. 

Its initial successes were dramatic and de¬ 
moralising, but after the Germans were finally 
repulsed in their attempts to capture Amiens, 
Ludendorff shifted his attacks to the north and 
the Ypres Salient in Flanders. In the Battle of 
Lys, his troops made significant gains but a final 
drive to capture the Channel ports was repulsed 
on April 29. 

With the battle still raging, the next evening 
L/Cpl Connolly was the duty NCO at an ad¬ 
vanced dressing station near to Gorre, a ham¬ 
let just to the east of Bethune that had been 


turned into a support post. That night and into 
the next day, it was heavily bombarded with 
mustard gas shells by the enemy. Distinguish¬ 
ing himself with conspicuous bravery, L/Cpl 
Connolly was awarded the Military Medal on 
August 30. The citation read that he ‘remained 
at duty, despite incessant vomiting, till he could 
neither see or stand. His courage and devotion 
to duty was a good example to the men of the 
unit, and to the gassed men of other units who 
were passing through the dressing station’. 

Having lost much of his sight, the valorous 
Wulfrunian was eventually moved to Bellahou- 
ston Hospital in Glasgow. Here he was visited 
by his wife of six months, Lillian, from whom he 
had been parted two days after their wedding. 

After his recovery, Bill Connolly returned 
to Wolverhampton and was presented with ‘a 
beautiful gold pocket watch’ which his grand¬ 
daughter Elizabeth Thompson is proud to have. 

Elizabeth is keen to know if this watch ‘was 
presented at a special ceremony and whether 
any other Wolverhampton men won medals and 
were given such a gift by the town’. She explains 
that before the Great War, her grandfather was 
‘a skilled Art Metal Worker, having served as 
an apprentice with F.J.J Gibbons from July 22, 
1907 to April 23, 1911’. Elizabeth remembers 
that because of the mustard gas, her grandfa¬ 
ther’s “chest and lungs were badly damaged’. 


She adds: “His eyesight was also impaired and 
I believe that he was the first person to have 
a corneal graft operation at Wolverhampton 
and West Midlands Eye Infirmary.” This came 
about because in 1942, Bill had a piece of grit 
removed from his left eye at the Infirmary. Dur¬ 
ing the examination of his eye it was discovered 
that there was something else seriously wrong 
with his eye - the mustard gas had badly af¬ 
fected his cornea. 

Bill began to go blind as his right eye was also 
impaired and then in 1951 a young German 
went to the Infirmary suffering from a tumour. 
However, the cornea remained healthy and 
after his eye was removed he gave permission 
for it to be grafted onto Bill’s left eye. 

Then the doctors turned their attention to 
Bill’s right eye. Then in December 1952 another 
German walked into the Infirmary. He had to 
have his eye removed but also helped the Eng¬ 
lishman. A few days later Bill had an operation 
and for several days afterwards lay in bed with 
his eyes covered in bandages until a nurse did 
not replace them in quite the usual way. 

In his words, Bill ‘took a sly peep’ and was 
filled with great joy. He could see to the end of 
the room‘like a brilliantly lit theatre. The wheel 
had gone full circle. The debt had been repaid in 
full. The Germans who had deprived him of his 
sight had given him back his sight’.

INTERVIEW

MIDLANDS musician Dan 
Walsh is considered the best 
clawhammer, five-string ban¬ 
jo player these isles have 
produced. 

However, it was sheer fluke 
which started him on his journey 
to being a world renowned player. 

Walsh, now aged 27, from Baswich, 
Stafford began his musical journey as 
a pre-teen enamoured of the guitar. 

“I started playing guitar when I was 
about nine or 10 and that was what I 
always wanted to do. 

“But then I got into Irish and Scot¬ 
tish music and heard the banjo and 
thought I would give it a go, I never 
really thought it would become the 
main instrument but within a year it 
was what I was best at.” 

Accident 

This was where fate took a hand. 

“Choosing the five-string banjo was 
a complete accident,” laughs Walsh. 
“When I was 13, no one in Stafford re¬ 
ally knew anything about banjos. 

“I just heard it and thought I wanted 
to play it. I had no idea there were dif¬ 
ferent banjos or different ways of play¬ 
ing them. I just fancied the sound. 

“So my parents went to the local 
music shop and asked if they knew 
anyone who taught banjo, they were 
given the name of a guy from Cannock, 
George Davies. 

“I owe him everything. He was the 
best teacher I could have ever had. 

“When he mentioned teaching me 
clawhammer style it meant noth¬

string and it wasn’t until about year 
later I realised I had ended up playing 
the wrong instrument. I realised the 
music and banjo I had been listening 
to was the tenor, but by then it was a 
bit late to change. 

“So then I had to find a way to play 
that kind of music (Irish/Scottish) 
clawhammer style which became 
something of a niche for me, so I can’t 
claim it was planned at all. But I am 
very glad it happened.” 

Walsh went on to study folk music 
at degree level in Newcastle upon 
Tyne and he stayed in the North East 
for a couple of years after graduating 
before coming back to his home town. 
Although armed with a new knowl¬ 
edge of the music he played it was his 
previous lack of understanding about 


the banjo that was instrumental in his 
development and enthusiasm for the 
keeping things fresh and experimen¬ 
tal. 

“I never really had a specific idea 
of what the banjo did when I took it 
up. I had never heard of bluegrass so I 
never really had the firm idea of what 
it could do, and I think that’s probably 
never really left me.” 

His new album Incidents & Acci¬ 
dents is due out on March 16

Looking back at 30 
years of a TV classic 


N 


o Australian soap has been as 
indelible as Neighbours on 
British culture. 

From those early lunchtime 
screenings on BBC1, the saga of 
Ramsay Street folk has touched a 
chord with millions. 

It helped make recording stars of 
Kylie Minogue and Jason Donovan; 
was a training ground for Hollywood 
talent such as Russell Crowe, Guy 
Pearce, Margot Robbie and Alan Dale, 
while characters such as Karl and 
Susan Kennedy have become 
household names. 

In Neighbours 30th: The Stars 
Reunite (Wednesday, Channel 5, 
10pm), Kylie, Guy, Margot, Jason and 
Delta Goodrem reflect on their time in 
the show. 

Stefan Dennis (Paul Robinson) and 
Tim Phillipps (Daniel Robinson) 
introduce proceedings, and welcome 
Ian Smith and Anne Charleston 
(Harold and Madge Bishop), Mark 
Little (Joe Mangel) and Craig 
McLachlan (Henry Ramsay). 

Paul Robinson, arguably the 
greatest soap villain since JR, has 
been a dream role for Stefan Dennis. 


“He’s a great part,” enthuses the 
seasoned thespian. “People say to 
me, ‘What’s your favourite storyline 
that you’ve ever done on Neighbours?’ 
That’s one of the hardest questions for 
me, partly because of the amount of 
years I’ve been on the show, and 
because my character and my 
storylines are so diversified, I can 
never answer that question.” 

Stefan appeared in that first episode 
30 years ago, had a dozen years off, 
and then returned to Ramsay Street. A 
decade later he’s still going strong. 

“I came back for two weeks as a 
guest star. It was, as they say, ‘an offer 
too good to refuse! It is funny because 
I’ll mention (on set), ‘That storyline I 
did a couple of years ago’, and one of 
the cast members will say, ‘That was 
six years ago!” 

Stefan might be happy to talk about 
the show which made his name, but 
Jason Donovan is more reluctant to 
reflect on the era when Scott and 
Charlene’s wedding won the hearts of 
millions. 

‘There’s a whole bunch of fans that 
have an emotional connection with 
that. It’s a long time ago. I certainly 


understand how there’s a big affection 
for it...” 

Alan Fletcher is far happier chatting 
about his roles in the beloved soap. 
That’s right, he’s played someone 
other than ace doctor Karl Kennedy. 

“It was the late Eighties and I played 
a character called Greg Cooper, who 
was a mechanic. I played him for three 
weeks,” he recalls. 

‘They asked me to come back and 
do a year on Neighbours, but I 
declined because I was busy working 
in the theatre. Mercifully they didn’t 
forget about me and I went back to 
work for them seven years later.” 

Alan returned to the show as Karl in 
1994, but didn’t have a clue that the 
role would dominate his life. 

“I had no concept of the show 
lasting that long,” he remarks. 

‘Also, as a working actor, you 
never really like to think about how 
long a cult’s going to go. I signed a 
one-year contract and I thought, ‘

really cool! Then they extended it by 
another year. I thought, ‘Great. 

Another year. Terrific! And then I 
blinked,” he laughs.

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Insignia 
- back to 
the front?

Welcome to Britain’s best selling traditional 
family car. Yes, you heard that right Vauxhall’s 
Insignia. Launched in 2008 as a more stylish 
replacement for the uninspiring Vectra, this 
model was instantly well received, carrying 
off the coveted 2009 Car of the Year title and 
racking up impressive sales at the same time 
as other mainstream brands were struggling. 

This improved model has had a thorough chassis 
update tested on proper bumpy British roads, with a 
redesigned rear suspension system to improve ride 
comfort and a steering calibration refreshment that’s 
brought a more direct feel through the corners. 

And both of those issues can be further improved if you 
tick the extra-cost box for the FlexRide adaptive damping 
system. 

You can’t fault the effort that’s gone into all of this - over 
60 percent of the chassis componentry is new - but it’s not 
enough to make this into a car you’d really describe as ‘re¬ 
warding’. 

What it does do is perfect what was there in the first place. 
For most of the people, most of the time, this, dynamically, is 
all the car they will ever need, quietly and effectively getting 
on with the job of getting you from A to B. 

Refinement 

The ‘quietly’ bit’s important. Almost all Insignia buyers 
want a diesel and though the original version of Vauxhall’s 
2.0 CDTi unit had many merits, refinement wasn’t one of 
them. In fact, it was one of the noisiest, rattliest diesels in 
its class. 

But isn’t now. Though at the launch of this revised version, 
an old 2.0 CDTi 130 unit was still being offered as a range 
price leader, most sales emphasis these days is put on the 
two entry-level 2.0 CDTi ecoFLEX units, offering either 120 
or 140PS. 

There’s also a less frugal 163PS version and a potent 
195PS 2.0 CDTi Biturbo. 

In the petrol range, there’s also a cheap old-tech engine 
choice - the 140PS 1.8i unit - but again, more emphasis 
is being put on the modern turbo powerplant offerings, the 
140PS 1.4T, the 170PS 1.6 SIDI and the 250PS 2.0 SIDI. At 
the top of the range, a 325PS 2.0 V6 continues in the VXR 
SuperSports model. 

This VXR has 4WD but the only other model in the range 
that gets it is the Country Tourer estate version which, with 
its raised ride height, aims to offer an SUV alternative. 

Outside, there are detail improvements front and rear that 
aim to bring a wider and lower look to the hatch, saloon 
and Sports Tourer estate bodystyles that, as before, make 
up the range. That’s certainly the feel you get from the front 
end with its redesigned high-gloss chrome grille and thinner 
logo bar cradling a prominent Griffin badge and including 
winglets that link with the sleeker gloss black-trimmed head¬ 
lights. 


Up-to-date 

And inside? Well it feels a great deal more up to date, with 
many of the previously scattered and confusing little but¬ 
tons tidied up onto a (sadly optional) central 8-inch colour 
touchscreen that deals with everything from navigation to 
audio selections, Bluetooth ‘phone functions to a series of 
Vauxhall-sourced apps. 

There’s even a slightly cheap-feeling touchpad behind 
the gearlever that accepts one, two or three finger gestures 
for the various operating functions - or you can press a but¬ 
ton on the steering wheel and activate the whole thing by 
voice control. 

More hi-tech can be viewed through the redesigned 
three-spoke leather-trimmed steering wheel where you’ll 
find an instrument cluster with another 8-inch high resolu¬ 
tion display. 

This one, also optional and framed by conventional ana¬ 
logue gauges either side, is primarily there to show a virtual 
speedometer but can also be configured to display all sorts 
of information such as smartphone or audio use - or even 
navigation. 

Out back, the hatch most choose offers a 530-litre boot - 
with 540-litres on offer in the Sports Tourer estate. 

In theory, Insignia pricing covers a very wide span - any¬ 
where between £17,000 and £33,000. 

In practice, almost all Insignia sales are concentrated in 
the £17,000 to £22,000 bracket, with most of those going 
to business buyers who usually want one of the 2.0-litre 
CDTi diesel variants. Paying much more than that for this 
car takes it into the BMW 3 Series dominated compact ex¬ 
ecutive saloon bracket where mainstream makers usually 
struggle. 

Talking of saloons, there’s is a four-door Insignia saloon 
bodystyle as a no-cost option to the more familiar five-door 
hatch, but it comes with a much smaller range of trim and 
engine choices.

Looks like a 
hooligan but 
behaves like 
a gentleman

Shock, horror! Ford has put a diesel engine in 
the Focus ST for the first time. Is it the end of 
performance Fords as we know them, or just 
another chapter in an enduring Anglo-Ameri¬ 
can love story? 

The engine in question is a tuned-up version of the 
same 2.0-litre one you’ll find elsewhere in the Focus 
range, so it’s far from being any sort of race-bred or 
sports-inspired motor. Instead, it gives Ford’s hatch¬ 
back standard bearer low running costs for the first 
time ever. 

Here’s an eyebrow-raiser for the purists: there are no 
visual differences between this and the full-fat 247bhp pet¬ 
rol-engined hooligan-mobile. 

None. 

You also get the same choice of colours, including the 
new Stealth Grey ably modelled by the ‘Wagon’ estate you 
see in the pictures. 

The petrol Focus ST has earned a reputation as a bit of 
a lout and we love it for that. It’s not the most powerful hot 
hatch but every one of its horses runs riot at the first chance. 
The diesel simply can’t walk the same walk, but its styling 
talks the talk and will command respect. 

If you’re desperately scratching for ways to make a case 
to your better half in favour of buying an ST, you could tech¬ 
nically argue that the lowered suspension makes it easier 
to get bags in and out of the boot. Those springs do create 
something of a busy ride, though. 

Rejoice, for the awful dashboard of the previous model 
has been replaced with a much neater setup, divided into 
three sections covering audio, heating and infotainment. 
The latter comes courtesy of an eight-inch touch-screen 
bejewelled with colourful graphics and the capacity for split¬ 
screen usefulness. 


Limits 

The diesel pulls hard out of bends through second and 
third, tugging at the steering wheel even in the dry, but soon, 
from the gloriously figure-hugging front seats, you realise 
you’ve reached its limits. It’s good fun, but it still sounds like 
a diesel and its performance ceiling is much lower than its 
petrol twin’s. The Wagon has a slightly dubious power-steer¬ 
ing calibration, too, with a strong urge to self-centre all the 
time. 

Mind you, when you press on along a twisty road you get 
a glimpse of its impressive balance and outright cross-coun¬ 
try potential. It’s like a gazelle after a heavy lunch; ultimately 
agile and alert, but hampered by a bit of extra weight that it’s 
better off without. 

It makes more sense as a fast cruiser, where its more laid- 
back engine dynamics and stable chassis gobble up miles 
like kids unleashed upon free chocolate. If only that ride 
quality wasn’t so persistently active. 

Buying diesel brings you a road tax bill of a piffling £20 
per year. 

And if you’re as gentle as a breeze in Toytown in your 
dealings with the throttle, apparently you could get 67mpg. 
But don’t count on it. 

On the other hand the diesel is exactly the same price 
as the petrol, making even the top-spec ST-3 a very tempt¬ 
ing £25,995 - a good chunk cheaper than its rivals. You’ll 
be asked for £22,195 for an ST-1 model but don’t pay it. 
Some measure of dealer discount should be offered on all 
versions. 

The petrol ST is for out-and-out thrill-seekers. The sort of 
people who enjoy bungee-jumping over shark-infested wa¬ 
ters while drinking black market tequila with Tabasco sauce 
chasers. The diesel is designed for people who want the 
ST’s looks and a measure of the performance, but with run¬ 
ning costs that are much less likely to cause heart problems. 

If this car was a ... bakery showpiece it would be a three- 
tier, ultra-indulgent iced fruit cake, but with half the fat.

SCORE MORE THAN GOALS IN OUR 5-A-SIDE LEAGUES 
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New footage 
rules out 
action by FA 

ALBION’S players will not face FA ac¬ 
tion after new footage emerged of clash¬ 
es with Villa players following Satur¬ 
day’s FA Cup quarter-final defeat. 

A video, filmed by a Villa fan and 
posted on social media, appeared to show 
Baggies midfielder James Morrison trip a 
home supporter as his invaded the pitch 
and team-mate Callum McManaman 
block two spectators with his shoulder. 

But FA chiefs, who have been made 
aware of the recording, do not plan to 
investigate the players as part of their 
probe into crowd trouble. 

The video, which has now been re¬ 
moved from the internet, was taken 
from the North Stand at Villa Park and 
showed scenes at the final whistle as 
Baggies players attempted to escape the 
field as a third pitch invasion began. 

Eye-witnesses at the game reported 
that McManaman had been struck by 
a Villa fan but the winger told Baggies 
officials he had not. 

Several Baggies players including Mc¬ 
Manaman, defender Joleon Lescott and 
goalkeeper Boaz Myhill, were confronted 
by Villa fans as they tried to leave the 
field after Albion’s 2-0 defeat. 

Villa fans invaded the pitch three 
times while Baggies supporters threw 
seats from the upper tier of the North 
Stand, injuring home spectators. 

The FA is investigating the crowd dis¬ 
turbances. 

The game, which was highly-charged 
following Villa’s victory in the Premier 
League against the Baggies five days 
early, became ill-tempered in the final 
stages with both sides furious about red 
cards shown to Albion’s Claudio Yacob 
and Villa’s Jack Grealish. 

There were also clashes between rival 
fans outside the stadium. 

Two match ban is 
possible as Brunt 
is facing charge 

ALBION face another body-blow from 
their derby defeat at Villa after Chris 
Brunt was left facing a potential two- 
match ban following a run-in with refer¬ 
ee Anthony Taylor. 

The former Baggies captain has been 
charged by the FA with using insulting 
or abusive language towards a match of¬ 
ficial after Saturday’s FA Cup quarter-fi¬ 
nal defeat at Villa Park. 

The midfielder is likely to request a 
personal hearing to plead his case but 
could face a two-game suspension. 

He has until 6pm today to respond. 

Brunt is believed to have clashed with 
Cheshire-based Taylor in the Villa Park 
tunnel immediately after Saturday’s 2-0 
defeat to Tim Sherwood’s men. 

Albion were furious about midfielder 
Claudio Yacob’s red card for two booka¬ 
ble offences including an innocuous chal¬ 
lenge on Villa’s Leandro Bacuna. 

If he requests a personal hearing, 
Brunt is likely to appear before an FA 
commission next week, meaning he 
would be available to face Stoke on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Should heaccept the charge, the com¬ 
mission will decide on his punishment. 


Pulis calls for life ban on Cup thugs 


ALBION boss Tony Pulis has called for life bans 
for any Baggies fans who threw seats during Sat¬ 
urday’s crowd trouble in their FA Cup derby de¬ 
feat at Villa Park. 

Pulis criticised Villa’s stewarding after Albion 
players were caught up in chaotic scenes during 
three pitch invasions by Villa fans in the ill-tem¬ 
pered game. 

But the Welshman also accused Baggies fans 
who threw seats of lacking respect and backed 
permanent bans from all grounds for any iden¬ 
tified by CCTV. Visiting fans threw plastic seats 
from the upper tier of the North Stand, hitting

and injuring Villa fans, with coins and bottles also 
thrown. 

“If that was the situation, and they’ve got 
CCTV cameras up there, those supporters should 
never come into another football ground,” said an 
angry Pulis. 

“It is like people coming into someone else’s 
house - you have to show respect.” 

Several Albion players were shoved by Villa 
fans as they attempted to escape the field at the 
final whistle during the last of three pitch inva¬ 


sions. It is understood that no Baggies player 
reported being struck but several were pushed 
by Villa fans with winger Callum McManaman 
manhandled down the tunnel by team-mate Craig 
Dawson following an angry confrontation with a 
fan. Villa old-boy Craig Gardner was pelted with 
coins as he made his way down the touchline be¬ 
fore the final whistle with cup-tied captain Dar¬ 
ren Fletcher after being substituted. 

And Baggies goalkeeper Boaz Myhill reacted 
to being filmed during the final pitch invasion by 
throwing the fan’s mobile phone to the ground. 

“This is just hopefully an isolated incident.”

UNFORTUNATELY Saturday at 
Villa Park will not be remem¬ 
bered for what the players did. 

For a Wembley-bound Villa that is a 
mighty shame. For a chastened Albion, 
it is probably a blessing. 

Ugly scenes in the stands that spilled over onto 
the pitch stole the headlines from the teams on a 
highly-charged early evening in Birmingham. 

So Tim Sherwood and Villa missed out on the 
praise they deserved for another big step for¬ 
wards while Tony Pulis and the Baggies escaped 
the harsh post mortem that might otherwise have 
come their way. 

Yet as the dust settled on a horrible evening 
all round, there was little doubt that Villa had 
emerged from double derby week a team trans¬ 
formed while Albion had ended it with precious 
little to look forward to. 

For the Baggies, chapter two of the local show¬ 
down was a tale of costly missed chances and a 
second-half capitulation. 

Resilience 

For their hosts it was a story of resilience early 
on and a ruthlessness in front of goal that has 
rarely been seen this season. 

And at the end of a niggly evening it was Villa 
who were relishing a visit to Wembley and Albion 
who were looking ahead to a grim, 10-game sur¬ 
vival fight. 

Albion fans travelled in huge numbers to the 
home of their closest rivals and were repaid with 
a second insipid display in five days that meant a 
dismal end to a depressing week. 

Villa fans turned up en masse, too, and saw 
their side take another significant step forward 
on the road to rebirth under new boss Sherwood. 

The task ahead for Sherwood and Co remains 
a tricky one if they are to avoid one and possibly 
two trips to Wembley feeling hollow in the midst 
of a bitter battle for Premier League survival. 

But as he tries to salvage some confidence and 
rebuild from the rubble of the Paul Lambert era, 
back-to-back wins over the Baggies won’t half 
help. 

At times on Saturday Sherwood’s men looked 
nervy, edgy and devoid of belief and they needed 
some amazing profligacy from their visitors to 
remain in charge of an an intriguing last-eight 


clash. They survived a first half in which the Bag¬ 
gies held sway then made the most of their own 
period of dominance with a couple of emphatic 
finishes to settle the tie. 

Yet as Villa gained the initiative and eventually 
the lead the Baggies became an overly direct mess 
of a side who were painful to watch. 

With four central defenders strung across the 
back and no wingers in the starting line-up, Pu- 
lis’s men were one-dimensional after their prom¬ 
ising start. 

Villa’s first attempt on goal came late in the 
half when Fabian Delph collected a short free- 
kick and saw his shot deflected through to Boaz 
Myhill. 


The hosts had struggled yet they led six min¬ 
utes into the second half. 

Charles N’Zogbia cut across the field from right 
to left and teed up Delph, who had freedom to let 
fly with a low, left-footed shot that beat Myhill 
to easily. Just before the hour-mark the Baggies 
missed a glorious chance to equalise when a cor¬ 
ner from Gardner was flicked on at the near post 
for Joleon Lescott. The big defender had the goal 
at his mercy but he headed wide. 

Albion’s hopes of a comeback were ended on 85 
minutes when Villa broke from halfway and Scott 
Sinclair raced clear to finish. 

Sinclaircapped a miserable day for Albion. 


Concentrate 
on survival, 
warns Fletch 

CAPTAIN Darren Fletcher has warned 
Albion that their double derby disap¬ 
pointment against Villa cannot be al¬ 
lowed to derail their Premier League 
survival bid. 

Fletcher says the Baggies must put 
their worst week of the season behind 
them - because top-flight safety is still 
not secure. 

Fletcher and Co have 30 points ahead 
of Saturday’s Hawthorns meeting with 
Stoke but they face a daunting run-in 
with Liverpool, Manchester United, 
Chelsea and Arsenal among their last 
five games. 

So in his captain’s column for the 
club’s programme for Saturday’s vital 
game, midfielder Fletcher says they can¬ 
not dwell on their back-to-back defeats 
at Villa Park last week as they prepare 
for a potentially pivotal month. 

“It is very hard to get over defeats like 
the Cup game at Villa but by the time we 
came back in on Monday, we’d shaken 
off the emotion and the disappointment 
because as a professional, that’s what 
you have to do,” said Fletcher, who 
played in last Tuesday’s 2-1 Premier 
League defeat at Villa but was cup-tied 
for the weekend’s 2-0 FA Cup quarter-fi¬ 
nal loss. 

“There is still a very big job ahead of 
us in the Premier League so you can’t 
afford to be too down for too long. 

“There is so much still for us to play 
for this season, and we need to be clear 
about the job in front of us. We hit the 
30-point mark against Southampton 
which was very important and now we 
have 10 games left in our season. 

“We have to keep on putting points on 
the board week by week, and the sooner 
we can get ourselves up to 40 points, the 
better.” 

FA start probe on 
trouble at derby 

THE Football Association has launched 
a probe into the crowd incidents at the 
FA Cup quarter-final between Villa and 
Albion by asking both clubs for their ob¬ 
servations. 

Play was halted in the closing minutes 
at Villa Park before home fans streamed 
onto the pitch in a full-scale pitch inva¬ 
sion at the final whistle and seats were 
thrown from the end housing Baggies 
supporters. 

An FA statement read: “The FA has 
contacted both Aston Villa and West 
Bromwich Albion to request their ob¬ 
servations in relation to the disturbing 
crowd incidents which occurred during 
and after their FA Cup quarter-final. 

The FA is working closely with police.
